the ſame to ridicule. But there having been ſuch 2 wonde h 
which will fill our Pockets with Coyn, as well as our Ears with aſtoniſli- 

ment, I ſhall relate the particulars, (or,. „„ 

The (aid Captain 7 having for ſome years purfu'd the Art of 
weighing of Wrecks, and not without conſiderable progrefs 3 and having 
good information of a Si Galion, that was ciſt away among the 
Recks and Shoals of the Baums I flandr about the year 1643. not only by 
ſame Spaniards that were aboard het when the was loft, but alſo by er. 


vation of others that had been in ſearch after her, but aff miſcarried in the 
point : The Captain had almoſt certain Knowledge that he might diſcover 
the place; and ſo like a- good Subject acquainted His late Majefty firſt 
with the defign, proffering bis Life and Fortunes at his Princes Service to 
ſearch after ir. But whether the impropability of the Adventure being

Banced ; The ſaid Captain thereupon acquiinted ſome Nuble· Men arid Pur- 
es of Quality'with his fin d Reſolution, and * Reaſons to induee the 
belief of that performanee; they readily joyned iſſue with him, advan- 
cing wharMoney the Captain judg d neceſſary to Equip bim to Sea, being 
2400 J. they being Porſom not to be impoſed upbu, (viz.) His Grace 
tha Duke of All.. the Right Honourable the Lord F,——4, Sir 
James Hayes, Sir Jobs Narborough, Mr. Nicholſon, Mr. Foxcreft, and 
Mr. Smith, becoming his Owners or Proprietors, himſelf having only a

der and | Hed out & | 2 the Ship James and Mary about 
the 12. of September laſt, and having touched at ſome places for refreſhment, 
he arrived about the middle of February laſt among the Bahama Iſlands, 
Shoals and Rocks; and after ſome days (earch happily pitch'd upon, and 
found the direct place where the Spaniſh Galios in the year 1643. was caſt 
away with great Riches Aboard, though the ſame was above 17 Leagues 
from any thing of Shoar, to the Veſtward of Florida in nine Fathom Water, 
where, having. Moor d his Ship at ſome diſtance, ſet bis four Divers at 
work, though they wete mightily impeded by the Tempeſtiouſneſs of 
the Seaſon, that they were forced to lie by a long ſpace, having the pro- 
ſpetof Death every Minuit at the point of their. Cable, for the Rocks 
were fo numerous; that (like Silla and Caribdis,) they were like to be 
ſplit upon one, while they were endeavouring to avoid the other 3 Be- 
des, they could not make uſe of their Engine, being a hollow Veſſel 
evenly dopreſt almoſt to the bottom, retains the Air without filling with 
Water, whereby the Party diving, when almoſt ſpent his Breath, puts 
his head under the Veſſel which repleniſhes him with Breath again; and 
in this dangerous poſture they continued working above Six Weeks, 

And that which is obſervable, not the leaſt Plank or Hull of the ſaid 
Ship appear d; for the Ship being broak to pieces on the Rock, the parts 
were either driven away with the violence of the Waves, or conſum'd by 
the Worms which in thoſe Seas will Eat through the thickeſt Plank in 
ſome years time. And tis further remarkable, that the Silver had ſo long 
remain'd under Water, 2s to uy a congeal d Subſtance into White 
Coral: Trees growing thereon, ſome with mighty ſpreading Branches, even 
to a. great height, which the Captain has Teſtimonials to ſhew, having pre- 
ſented his Grace the Dake with this Curioſity ; and having taken up as 
much as they could well find, left the ſaid Behews Iſand the ſecond of laſt 

Mey, and with ſome ſtreſs of Weather made fight of Clty Iſland the third 
of June following, and is now flappily arriv'd in the River of Thaaes on 
this fide Graves end, with ſuch a Treaſure as to the Honour as well as Pro- 
fit of the, Nation no Ship ever perform'd the like. His Grace the Duke of 
Alb—— upon the receipt of this News, accompanied with Sir Jeawes 

Hayes, c. went down the River, to bid the Captain Welcom ; who com- 
ing on board, found all things ſo mightily to his Satisfaction, that his 
Grace Generouſly oblig'd every Men and Boy of the Ships Crew to Drink 
bis Health ; but left order that none goaſhore till ſhe is Unladen of her 

Cargo, being actually 26 Tons, and 700 L weight of Silver, fifteen 
Tons thereof being Pieces of Eight, two Bars or Ingots of Gold 17. 
weight, fix Braſs Cannon of thirty hundred weight each, being as ſervice- 
able as at firſt, which amount in the whole to above 200000 |. beſides all the 
Charges. Sbe now rides on this fide Graue end, and is well Guarded, no 
perſans being ſuffered to go aboard her, nor come aſhore, without ſpe- 
cial Order, It is obſervable, that in this whole Voyage, the Captain hath 
loft neither Man nor Boy, although they were in ſo great hazard.  —--
